“ JAPANESE AS SHE IS SPOKE.” 


(BY THE SINOLOGUE.) 

We have received letters from apveral corres 
pondents inviting us to a discussion as to the 
accuracy of some of our definitions, and ques- 
tioning cur right to’ pose as an authority on the 
Japancse language. When these gentlemen
